Ditch Scraper. 

This scraper. 10 clean out a large 
open ditch, so far as I know, is not 
patented and may be constructed at 
home with the help of a blacksmith. It 
is 4 to 5 feet wide aud about 2 l /j feet 
high, made of good tough inch boards 
and shod with a strip of steel; an old 
crosscut saw is just the thing. Two 
handles should be bolted on the back— 
old plow handles will do. or something 
similar. The draft rods should be 
made something like a badly slia|>ed S. 
aud pass through slots cut in the 
scraper and are attached on back side 
of scraper. Just over saw plate, with 
heavy eyebolts or other device that will 
allow of swivel motion. They should 
l>e made of heavy iron and be about 20 
inches long, the front ends connected 
with 4 feet of chain with a ring in cen¬ 
ter as shown in cut. To operate scraper 
when the ditch cau not be crossed with 
team requires a driver. He should have 
about 8 feet of chain attached to team, 
the big book hanging loose.

Landlord and Tenant—Lease. 

The Supreme Court of Georgia held, 
In the recent case of Anderson vs. 
Swift, that a stipulation in a written 
contract of lease that the lessee should 
have the privilege of erecting houses 
on the premises, to be removed by hitu 
at the expiration of his lease “or sold 
to the lessor at 8 per cent, less than 
the cost of the buildings,” is not suffl 
cientl.v certain nud reciprocal to sup¬ 
port an action by the former against 
the latter for such cost of the houses 
when the plaintiff relies for a recovery 
solely on the provision in the contract 
above quoted, and upon the fact that 
the lessor refused to purchase the 
buildings when the lease bad expired. 
The court further held that when a 
landlord in hrs contract of lease with a 
tenant agrees to use an effort to re¬ 
move from the leased premises a cer¬ 
tain nuisance, expressly stipulating, 
however, that if such effort prove un¬ 
successful the tenant should be satis 
tied to keep the premises and pay full 
rent therefor, au actlou for damages 
growing out of a failure to use such 
effort will not lie unless the plaintiff 
expressly alleges that such effort on the 
part of the landlord would have beeu 
availing, aud that this Is especially 
true when the contract contemplated 
work to be done by the tenant looking 
to au abatement of the nuisance, which 
lie never actually performed or offered 
to perform.—Bradstreet’s.

One of the bad effects of frequently 
plowing aud thoroughly cultivating 
soil is that this runs out the white 
clover, which is one of the most vaiu 
able pasture plants ,ve have, liesidea 
also furnishing tbe very best pasture 
for bees. The plant is a low-running 
vine, rooting as ii spreads through tiie 
soil, yet, being a true clover, it rota 
quickly when plowed under. No one 
of the grasses, except blue grass and 
orchard grass, will stand drought so 
well, aud as most of its roots run near 
the surface, a moderate rain revives It, 
aud sets It to blossoming again. In 
wet seasons bees make white clover 
honey even np to September, if there 
are enough dry days for them to be 
out. White clover Is a ppolitic seeder, 
but owing to its creeping habit of 
growth the seed is hard to gather aud 
always sells high. It will pay to sow 
some ou laud designed l'or pasture, and 
gather the seed when it occupies th® 
whole laud. If sown with red clover 
or alsike no white clover will be seen. 
But it is there under the growth of the 
larger clover, waiting to make a big 
growth when they die out.—American 
Cultivator.

Flax Fibre for Grain Haea. 

The farmers of Oregon have found a 
new industry, which at the same time 
solves the problem what tlie convicts 
iu the State penitentiary can be set to 
work at. They are to weave the cloth 
from flax which Oregon farmers will 
grow, and make it Into grain bags lu 
which to market their surplus wheat. 
These linen grain bags will be stronger 
aud more durable than those of cotton, 
and as the coarsest fibre such as cau 
lie got from flax for seed can be used, 
it is believed they will not be expen¬ 
sive.

Valuable Remedies for Which 
Patients Pay Dearly. 

When the convalescent is apt to 
grow Irritated over the exorbitaut size 
of his druggist's bill let him remember 
that bis prescriptions may liave con¬ 
tained some grains of metallic gal¬ 
lium aud that metallic gallium costs 
$190,000 a pound. A pound avoirdu¬ 
pois contaius about 7.ouo grains and, 
according to the druggist’s ratio, a sin¬ 
gle grain will cost something over $14. 
Needless to say, however, metallic 
gallium is not generally common as a 
drug. It is kept only iu limited quan¬ 
tities iu the drug stores and is a min¬ 
eral drug discovered by a German 
chemist and is unobtainable in this 
country. Probably the most expensive 
drugs always on luiml iu tin* drug store 
are tlie alkaloids ami the salts of ulku- 
loids from vegetable drugs. Uoruutine 
citrate sells at $1 per grain, ourariue at 
IK) cents, muscarine nitrate at 4o cents. 
The interesting history of drugs shows 
that the most insignificant weeds and 
flowers oflen furnish matter for the 
most powerfully effective medicines. 
Modern drug lists are compiled by the 
leading chemists of Europe and Amer¬ 
ica and the annual discoveries of chem¬ 
ists all over the world are considered. 
Even the concoctions of tin- old medi¬ 
cine man are taken Into account and 
the remedies of the Chinese and other 
orientals, lu Europe 4,200 species of 
plants are gathered and used for sell- 
lug purposes. One-tenth of these have 
an agreeable perfume and enter large 
ly into the manufacture of soaps aud 
perfumes.

For Irrigating Melons. 

A bulletin of the Georgia statlou on 
watermelons describes a simple method 
uf rendering concentrated fertilizer as¬ 
similable or available and preventing 
the hill from firing. This is by the 
application of water artificially, when 
the rainfall proves insufficient. For 
this purpose a joint of two-inch terra 
cotta sewer pipe is perpendicularly 
sunk iu the hill before planting to tlie 
depth of six or eight inches, bell up¬ 
ward, as Indicated in the figure. 

The seeds are planted around the 
pipe and the stand subsequently 
thinned down to one vine, whose roots 
will eventually surround the bottom of 
the pipe for quite a distance In all 
directions. The pipe itself should be 
tilled with water late lu the afternoon— 
every' day, If the weather is drv, or as

to forward their fruit northward. By 
the time we get Virginia aud New Jer¬ 
sey strawberries, the price comes with 
in everybody’s reach, though higher 
thau most of our home growers cau 
get for their product. Instead of a 
season of three to four weeks we can 
now have strawberries four lo five 
months iQ the year, or even more.— 
American Cultivator.

Two days In-fore settling day wheat 
touched $1.25. The pit was wild with j 
excitement, but “Old Hutch" remained i 
in his favorite chair, tilted back against !

II.■ did. The losers howled so loud 
that the echoes of their cries were 
heard In the Board of Trade corridors 
for months. Unlike most corners, the 
bottom did not drop out of the market 
when tIn* September deal was settled. 
Trices held up away Into October, and 
weeks after Mr. Hutchinson had taken 
Ills profits and pulled out traders were 
afraid to sell short lest the ghost of 
"Old Hutch" should pop up as a buyer. 

Under the stern exterior, the appear¬ 
ance of which was Increased by Ills 
ruggisl hook nose, sharp features, and 
severely plain clothes, “Old Hutch” 
had a worm, kindly heart. He was de¬ 
voted to children and was never so 
happy as when entertaining a party of 
little ones, which lie frequently did at 
his office or club.

Mr. Hutchinson furnished the mon¬ 
ey, the failure was averted, and the 
trader kept on In business. And yet 
he was a man that Hutchinson would 
not trust with an order for a 5.H00- 
bushel trade. Chicago Inter Ocean. 

VALUE OF VACCINATION. 

Results of the Operation in Germany 
Shown in Military quarter?. 

The fierce attack recently made by 
Alfred Russell Wallace in his able 
book, the Wonderful Century, on vac¬ 
cination, lias called out opinions held 
by other scientists in different parts of 
the world on the subject. One of the 
latest to appear as au advocate of vac¬ 
cination is Dr. BIzzozero of Rome, who 
lectured in that city in a manner, says 
a correspondent of the London Lan¬ 
cet, to make a deep Impression. He 
passed over his own country, Italy, 
thus leaving his foreign readers in Ig¬ 
norance of how the case stands there; 
but Germany, he said, is alone in do¬ 
ing its entire duty by its people In re¬ 
spect to vaccination. That great em¬ 
pire, In consequence of the calamitous 
small pox epidemic of 1870-71 enacted 
the lpw of 1874 which makes vaccina¬ 
tion obligatory In the first year of life 
and rex acclnation obligatory at the 
tenth year. What was the result? 


With a pojiulation of 50 . 000 . 00 n. having ! 
iu 1871 lost 143.000 lives by small pox, I 
she found by her law of 1874 the mor¬ 
tality diminished so rapidly that to¬ 
day the disease numlicrs only 110 vic¬ 
tims a year. These eases, moreover, ! 
occur almost exclusively on her fron¬ 
tier. If it were true. Professor BIz¬ 
zozero went on to say. that a good vac- i 
dilation docs not protect from small¬ 
pox. we ought to find in small pox epi- 
deinics that the disease diffuses itself j 
in the well vaccinated no less than In ■ 
the nonvnceinnted countries. But it Is 
not so. In 1870-71. during the Franco- | 
German war, the two peoples interpen¬ 
etrated each other, the German having . 
its civil population vaccinated option- , 
ally, but its army completely revac- * 
ciliated, while the French (population 
and army aliket were vaccinated |«*r- 
funetorily. Both wore attacked by , 
sinall-iMix; but the French army num¬ 
bered 23,000 deaths by it. tvliile tlie 
German army had only 278; and in the 
same teilt, breathing the same air. the 
French wounded were heavily visited 
by the disease, while the German i 
wounded, having been revaccinated, 
had not a single ease.

Maklnix Steel Pens. 

Briefly described, steel pens are made 
as follows: First the steel is rolled into 
big sheets and then cut into strips 
about three inches in width. The strips 
are heated to a bright red and are then 
allowed to cool gradually, which tem¬ 
pers them.

essentially 
lieterogeuous. Some of the islands 

^ are mountainous, and others are 
flat; some nre muddy, syampy, and 
feverish, others nre porous limestone, 
well-drained and healthy; some are en¬ 
tirely wooded, some are entirely bare. 

The inhabitants present like diverg¬ 
ence. The Moros of the south are war¬ 
like, active. Intelligent, with a civiliza¬ 
tion ns advanced as Turkey’s. The 
Negritos are a diseased and dying pig¬ 
my tribe, absolutely animal in their ex¬ 
istence, less advanced than any known 
people. The term “Filipino" embraces 
Manila rabble and secluded islanders, 
mountaineers and seamen, priests and 
the cannibals. It Is necessary, there¬ 
fore, to use only the broadest terms In 
describing the group collectively. 

The archipelago is a group of 1,200 
Islands situated in the Pacific Ocean, 
extending from latitude 21 degrees 
north to 4 degrees 45 minutes north. 
Its length Is thus about 1,000 miles; its 
greatest width Is 640 miles; the total 
land area, aproximately, 115,000 square 
miles. The nearest mainland Is Asia, 
300 miles to the northeast. San Fran¬ 
cisco Is 8,000 miles to the west. The 
archipelago lies wholly within the line 
of Capricorn and the equator. Its 
characteristics, food products, and peo¬ 
ple are tropical. 

The climate is hot and moist; regu¬ 
lar observations have been taken only 
at Manila, where the temperature has 
been found to vary between 00 and 100 
degrees. The excessive humidity 
makes this degree more difficult to en¬ 
dure than in the temperate zones. As 
one progresses toward the swampy, 
low-lying islands farther south the 
heat, and especially the humidity, In¬ 
creases greatly. 

There are two seasons, the wet and 
dry—the former lasting from June to 
November—being the most disagree¬ 
able and dangerous to health. Fever 
aud dysentery nre the diseases most 
dreaded by foreigners, but dangerous 
localities are known and may be 
avoided. 

The Philippines nre the seat of na¬ 
ture's passions. Earthquakes are com¬ 
mon and violent; the volcanoes are the 
most dangerous in the world. Luzo^i 
Is the cradle of that terrible sea storm, 
the ty

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Islands' External History. 

On A tig. 10, 1519, there started from 
Spain with a fleet of five ships Fer¬ 
nando Magellan, a Portuguese navi¬ 
gator. Ills object was to discover a 
passage from Europe, west to the Pa¬ 
cific. Magellan had vainly endeav¬ 
ored to interest the King of Portugal In 
his project; had become a naturalized 
Spaniard, and had obtained fr>m 
Charles I„ of Spain the wherewithal to 
equip his fleet. 

He reached the western coast of 
South America In December and 
turned south. As the season became 
harsher and the weather colder the 
ships’ commanders niutincd, desiring 
to winter on shore. One was executed, 
another marooned. However, one ship 
did desert and another was wrecked. 
With three ships the great explorer con¬ 
tinued south, and on Oct. 28, 1520, 

passed through the Straits of Magel¬ 
lan to the waters of the Pacific. He 
now shaped his course west by north, 
and In midsummer, 1521, reached Min¬ 
danao, of which he took possession In 
the name of the King of Spain. He 
next landed at Cebu, lu August, 1521, 
aud was welcomed by the king of the 
Island. Tills monarch was baptized 
and took the oath of allegiance to 
Spain. Shortly after Magellan be¬ 
came Involved In a factional quarrel 
between two native chieftains and was 
killed. Many members of the expedi¬ 
tion had died, but the remainder, with 
two ships, again sailed west and dis¬ 
covered Palawan. I.ater one of the 
two was lost, but the other pluehily 
continued its way and made the fist 
complete journey around the world. 

In 1565, under the direction of Philip 
II., the second Spanish expedition 
reached the islands. The object was 
the saving of native souls; inquisition 
methods were employed, and couver 
sions, though not valuable, were nu¬ 
merous. lu 1571 Manila was seized 
and proclaimed the capital of the 
Islands, to he called henceforth the 
lslas Filipinos, In honor of King Philip. 

The Chinese Emperor resented the 
Intrusion Into celestial domains. Be¬ 
tween 15 1 3 and 15i5 he scut forth ten 
expeditions to oust, the Spaniards. 
Severe battles followed, but the Euro¬ 
peans managed to keep their foothold. 
They never, however, forgave the Chi¬ 
nese these attempts. At various times 
fits of resentment against Chinese 
blood would sweep over the Spaniards 
and crusades were organized In order 
to kill or drive them out. In 1603 23,- 
900 were murdered, and iu 1639 35,000. 
In 1762 England took Manila from 
Spain, but peace was soon proclaimed, 
and the Islands were returned. 

The natives have been apt to revolt 
at any time. When they did so Spain 
used tire and sword liberally, not only 
to subdue, hut to punish after surren¬ 
der. 

Resource* of the Islands. 

The resources of the islands are 
varied. Itice was Introduced from 
Chinn centuries ago. It has since be¬ 
come the staple food of the natives on 
account of the ease with which it is 
produced. The quality Is excellent. At 
present all the rice produced is con¬ 
sumed In the Islands, hut much good 
laud Is not cultivated. 

Sugar cane is grown extensively 
throughout the archipelago. Of late 
years beet sugar has cut into the profits 
of this business, but with the removal 
of the various Spanish export taxes, 
with the supersedence of buffalo power 
by steam, and with the opening up of 
tile back country by railroads, or at

least highroads, the Philippine planta¬ 
tions will reduce the present Have- 
ineyer prices. 

Abaca, or hemp, Is grown widely. 
The gathering of abaca is an operation 
necessitating considerable care and 
conscientiousness. The natives pos- 
cess neither of these qualifications, 
nnd, employing primitive methods, ruin 
the finer liber of the plant. Observers 
say that machinery capable of preserv¬ 
ing these delicate fibers Is feasible. In 
that ease abaca could be used for gar¬ 
ments, napkins, sheets, and even hand¬ 
kerchiefs. At present the hemp Is 
used chiefly for sails, doormats, and 
rope. The Philippines will probably 
retain a practical monoply of this 
crop; its cultivation has been attempt¬ 
ed in many other places, but never suc¬ 
cessfully except in the extreme north¬ 
ern part of Borneo. 

Native tobacco lias always been In¬ 
digenous to Luzon, but the quality Is 
strong and bitter. Early in the seven¬ 
teenth century missionaries introduced 
the Mexican jila.it with great success. 
Tobacco plantations multiplied; the 
business becaiufi more and more pros¬ 
perous until lu lj’Sl It was made a state 
monopoly. Laws were enacted that all 
sales should bo to the government. A 
jilanter might not smoke a cigar of liis 
own make under peualty of 87 fine. 
The government was not always 
prompt to pay for goods received; na¬ 
tives refused to cultivate their land 
and fled to tlio mountains; soldiers fol 
lowed and killed whom they found; at 
night the natives returned again and 
fired the crops In the field. In this way 
Mindoro’s once flourishing business lias 
been annihilated. Spain now took an¬ 
other step; not only must all tobacco 
raised be sold to the state buyers (on 
credit), but every family should own 
nnd care for at least 4,000 tobacco 
plants. The abuses resulting from 
this last statute became so horrible 
that even Spanish officials protested 
to the home government; the Castilian 
statesmen, realizing the siionge was 
squeezed dry, repealed tlie monopoly 
laws in 1882. Even under such aus¬ 
pices the tobacco remained excellent. 
Since the business has been oi>en It has 
increased tremendously. Manila num¬ 
bers scores of factories—native, Chi¬ 
nese, and Spanish; several of them 
have over 600 operatives. 

Coffee la grown to a considerable ex¬ 
tent; the quality Is unusually good. 
Little, however, finds Its way out of 
the arcliipc-lago. The cocoa plant was 
Introduced from Central America early 
In the seventeenth century. Philippine 
chocolate is always spoken of well by 
returned travelers. 

Various minerals are found in paying 
quantities. Especially Is this true of 
Luzon and MIndanno. Gold and sul¬ 
phur will prove of value to prospec¬ 
tors; silver, mercury, cojtper and tin 
have furnished returns, but the extent 
of the deposits is a matter of investiga¬ 
tion. 

On many islauds the ax has never 
been raised against the immense virgin 
forests; in few have Its depredations 
been extensive. Over a hundred differ¬ 
ent varieties of wood have been classi¬ 
fied. Among them we find teak; naga, 
resembling mahogany; tiftolo, for mu 


slonl instruments; lanitan, for guitars 
and violins; boxwood, ebony and bam¬ 
boo. 

The Inhabitants. 

The Inhabitants of these Islands are 
a strangely mixed lot. Malay charac¬ 
teristics generally jtrevall throughout. 
The many attempts to classify the peo¬ 
ples Into various district tribes and 
races have failed, for the reason that 
pure blood of any sort Is rare. 

It Is safest to divide the native Fili¬ 
pinos Into Christianized Malays, pagan 
Malays, an? Mohammedan Malays. 
The first named comprise five and a 
half millions of the tolal i>opulation of 
eight millions. They resemble our ne¬ 
groes In many ways. They are music 
lovers, fond of the sunshine, supersti¬ 
tious. Though usually good-natured, 
they nre subject to fits of murderous 
passion. Nature iu the tropics Is so 
industrious that man need not assist 
her to any great extent in order to live 
comfortably. The Filipino will not work 
ns long as he is not about to starve. 
When he has made enough to live on 
for a month or two the ex-laborer re¬ 
tires to his thatched hut, smokes his 
cigarettes, fights his gamecock, strums 
his guitar, and sings love songs to his 
wife or sweetheart. 

The natives of the northern islands 
nre called Tngalos. They are the small¬ 
est and least brave, but also most 
treacherous and tricky of the Filipinos, 
and always have boon reckoned as the 
poorest fighters; have always been 
most completely under Spain's domina¬ 
tion, and have suffered most accord¬ 
ingly. 

The central group of islands is term¬ 
ed the Visaya group. The inhabitants— 
called A’Isay os—are somewhat larger, 
stronger, more independent than the 
Tngalos. The difference, however, Is 
far less marked than between our dif¬ 
ferent Indian tribes. Travelers, in or¬ 
der to strengthen the force of their 
distinctions atul compariosns, are apt 
to push them a little far. The sharply- 
drawn distinction between the Taga- 
los and the Vlsayoss is not justified. 

The Moros or Mohammedan Malays 
aggregate less than a million. They 
inhabit the Sulu group at the south of 
the archipelago, jiarts of Mindanao, 
nnd the southern third of Palawan. 
One Sultan, whose residence Is Sulu, is 
acknowledged throughout these isl¬ 
ands. The Moros are a fierce, fanati¬ 
cal, seafaring race, who were never 
conquered by Si>nin. It is unsafe for 
a white man to venture among them. 
To kill Christians is part of their re¬ 
ligious belief. 

The aborigines of the islands are the 
Negritos, a puny, miserable, dwarf 
race. As the Malays swept up through 
the archipelago the Negritos were 
driven into the most remote and uncov¬ 
eted parts. Though not of true negro 
stock, they are much blacker than the 
Malays, and their inteligence is far 
lower. The total number is estimated 
at 50,000. 

Island of Luzon. 

Luzon is the largest, most populous, 
most developed, aud most civilized of 
the Philippines. It has an area of 42, 
000 square miles, or over one-third the 
whole area of the archipelago, altout 
five-eighths of the whole population. 


the only railroad, and the only factor¬ 
ies. It is the seat of the cupital, and it 
contains fifty times as many foreign¬ 
ers as all the rest of the islands put to¬ 
gether. Luzon Is supposed to support 
5,000,000 inhabitants. Of these, 89 per 
cent, are civilized to a certain extent. 

In development, Luzon, though the 
most advanced of the Philippines, is 
disgracefully backward. There is one 
little, badly mnnnged railroad, 12C 
miles in length. The highroads, twen¬ 
ty miles inland, are either lacking alto¬ 
gether or are merely trails. There are 
no fiat-bottomed steamers on the larger 
rivers, though they could do a thriving 
business. The sugar mills nre operated 
by buffalo power. In consequence, par¬ 
tially exhausted sugar land near Man¬ 
ila, or other jwrts, brings over $190 an 
acre, while further back In the coun¬ 
try land n third more fertile brings $30 

Manila sprawls over a good deal of 
ground, being built up on both sides of 
the River Pasig, and Including r'.ct 
fields and other submarine territory 
Its pojiulatlon is about 300,000, which 
is small considering its area, but large 
considering Its opportunities. Of this 
number two-thirds are natives, 30.000 
Chinese, 50,000 Chinese half-breeds 
15,000 Spanish half-breeds, and 5,000 
Spanish. Previous to the war the 
Americans and English together num¬ 
bered 400. Contrary to general belief, 
the city is neither pretty nor unhealthy. 
Earthquakes cause houses to be com 
structed broad and squat, with tin 
roofs. This prevents beauty, and it 
must be said in the Spaniards’ favor 
that It Is excellently well drained, 
which percents ill health. In 1893 elec¬ 
tric light was substituted for oil. and 
in the same year an American fire en¬ 
gine was brought over. Fires are 
common, and a blaze started in a na¬ 
tive shack spreads fast. Manila’s caief 
interest lies in its commerce. It is the 
tollgate of the Philippines. 

*1 lie Hmallrr Inlands, 

Of the 1.2(H) islands which constitute 
the Philippine archipelago the number 
inhabited is between 35 and 50 per ceut. 
The smaller Islands resemble in phvsi- 
cal characteristics and Inhabitants the 
larger islands to which they are near¬ 
est. Occasionally an entire island Oo¬ 
longs to a single planter, and usually 
in such case it is a land of milk and 
honey for the natives. The jiadroue is 
of necessity kindly, else he would most 
infallibly disappear. There is plenty tc 
eat, and not too much to do. Thc- 
padrone’s lot is easy, too. He merely 
has to sit on his own veranda and al¬ 
low the Philippine soil to make him 
rich.

' The Principal Telia How He Forged 
Kecorda that llecelved Kmioent 
Lawyers, Enlisted Millionaire*, and 
Coat Uncle Sam the Sum of $230,000. 

One of the most remarkable land 
cases in the history of the country and 
' possibly of the world was that of James 
Reavis, who laid claim to 12.500,000 
acres of land In Arizona nud New Mex¬ 
ico under what Is called the "l’eralta 
grant” and who recently confessed him¬ 
self a fraud nud his title a myth. It 
cost the United States $ 250,000 to de¬ 
feat Reavls aud secure his Imprison¬ 
ment In a New Mexican penitentiary 
for two years. Iu the meantime the 
Influential friends of Reavls had spent 
j $750,000 In his behalf, and honestly lu 
slsted that his claim was just. 

The l’eralta lund claim story rends 
like a romance. It was founded solely 
on the mythical lineage of a Mexican 
girl whom Reavls married. In a word, 
he forged so skillfully that this wo¬ 
man from Mexlcnn mountains was her¬ 
self convinced that she was au heiress 
—she believed the story he told her. 
Shi- swore that she was the grand¬ 
daughter of Baron Miguel l’eralta do 
la Cordova, of Spain, who went to 
Mexico lu 1730 ns a crown commis¬ 
sioner, and in recognition of Ills ser¬ 
vices King I’hlllp V. in 1742 gave him 
the grnut of this great tract of 12,500,-

It was after the civil war that Reavls 
I conceived his conspiracy, lie was 35 
years old. He had forged a little—a 
I pass lu the army, a title deed to some 
j land, a note—and hadn't been found 
I out So when a Dr. George M. Willing 
\ told him of a great tract of land iu Ari¬ 
zona and New Mexico to which he bore 
a clouded title he decided to look Into 
It. Dr. Willing had claimed the title, 
and at his death his wife wanted to 
look It up. She asked Reavls, who had 
been dabbling iu real estate In St. 
Louis, to take charge of It. But it was 
worthless. Reavls then made up his 
mind to find someone else to whom the 
title could be ascribed. lie found her 
lu an unknown Mexican girl. No one 
knew the history of her birth. From a 
baby she lind Indian children for play¬ 
mates. A ranchero’s family raised her 
mid sold her into bondage. 

Reavls took this beautiful child to 
San Francisco, and John W. Mackay 
was so Impressed with his story that 
he allowed him $500 a month with 
which to go to Spuiu to prosecute his 
search for evidence. So Reavls went, 
posing as a newspaper correspondent, 
enger to write accounts of Spanish cu¬ 
riosities, so dear to the American peo¬ 
ple, then friendly to Spain.

And only a bit of chance brought the 
whole cunningly devised structure to 
tbe ground. A United States official 
wan searching in Madrid on an entire¬ 
ly different matter. By chance he 
came across one of the documents the 
original deed to Don Miguel. It was a 
forgery. Other discoveries bearing ou 
the bogus claim came fast aud in a 
twinkling all was changed. The em¬ 
inent counsel withdrew. The Califor¬ 
nia millionaires abandoned Reavls and 
he was arrested. The government 
spent $45,000 more to convict him of 
misdemeanor. He was sentenced to 
two years In the prison of New Mex¬ 
ico, and has Just been released. And 
now be has made a full confession of 
tbfc attempted fraud.
